The 
instructions Showed that three cans each 
of the canned roast beef prepared by the 
Prairie Canning company, the Armour 
company, and the .Wilson company, 
which bad been eypoaed to tropical cli- 
mate, were furnished to' Professor Chit- 
tenden.' 


His report dealt largely with the chem- 


ican methods empjpyed, but the result 
was entirely fi.vors.blfe to the beef as a 
food product. He^steted that he had 
made a careful study of the samples fur* 
nished, havint analysed all of them, 
comparing thefn v» ith fresh beef and de- 
voting himself also to determining the 
presence or absence p*. preservatives. He 
had, he said, found the contents perfect- 
ly sweet and emitting the odor always 
given by cooked meat. In some cans the 
meat particles were large, while in 
Bothers they wor* not,. The fat particles 
were generally found collected on one 
side or the other of the cans. Notwlth- 
standlng the meat had been placed in 
bottles and eXponed to the warm air of 
the laboratory, it Had retained its fresh- 
ness for several days. It had then de- 
veloped mould, afterwards decompos- 
ing. 
j 


In -all the samples supplied the pro- 


portion of fat and protein was such As to 
bring them into the range of good beef. 
Considerable attention was given to the 
large layer of fat found on the surface 
ef eich can, which, as found by him, wa* 
alwfty* solid. Professor Chlttenden had 
found upon investigation that ttie fat 
molted at 45 degree?, centigrade, or Ii3 
Fahrenheit, and some in a tower tem- 
perature. and that 'once Incited It did 
not again solidify &% a higher tempera- 
ture than 38 centigrade. The presence 
of the melted fat rendered it doubtful 
whether the food was suitable for a 
tropical climate, except under conditions 
when extreme heat could be guarded 
against or wher* vegetables to be cooked 
with the meat are available. 


All the samples had shown the pres- 


ence of gellatine, but careful test* had 
failed to develop either boraic or salycil- 
ic acid. The specimen* supplied by the 
\Vilson Packing company (which were 
corned) showed .the presence of salt or 
saltpetre. Some of the meats were red, 
giving rise to the suspicion that they 
might have been colored by an*nalyine 
dye, as in the case of sausage. Tests 
had, however, failed to show that such 
wai the cose. 


It was made evident that the meat was 


boiled rather than roasted. On this ac- 
count there was a logs of some of the i - 
organic salts, and, therefore, some of its 
nutritive qualities. Still there was suffi- 
cient protein in one can of the beef to 
sustain a man for two da<ye.

WEAVERS GO Ol'T. 


Several Minor Strikes Are Reported In 


Rhode Island Mills. 


Providence, April 5.- About 150 weav- 


ers employed at the Slater cotton mills

They went out 
because the company had not posted 
notices announcingva restoration of 
wages like the other $hode Island mills. 
They also r»lalnv to have other gi ievances. 
Agent William P. Hoh was at the Jew- 
ett City. Conn., mills of the company 
when the utrike- occurred. Mr. Holt 
says tl»at his mills propose to restore the 
wages of the help to practically the for- 
mer schedule, and he vas preparing a 
scale 4>f wage* witli that end in view. 


Thfe weavers of one of the Quidnick 


mills at Quidnick are also out, together 
with a number of~ other employes. The 
strikers are dissatisfied with the wage 
schedule, claiming that they have not 
received a restoration, in common with 
the other mills. The Quidnick plant is 
Still in operation. 


All the weavers in the big Iloyal cotton 


mills at llivorpolnt, owned- by Robert 
Knight, %\ho struck yesterday, are still 
out. The leavers maintain that the In- 
crease in wages which went into effect 
Monday does not restore the old price 
for weaving, viz., 45 cents on a certain 
class of roods.

station .beyond

grants of bind for ttie" purpose at Pago 
Pago, Samoa, and ar Pearl Harbor;, 
Hawaii, but those were all, and nottt|, 
M considered in a war wltn Spain. 
Coal being contraband" of T?ar, neutrals 
;ould not furnish it, except In such 
small quantities and under such re- 
strictions as to frequency as to make 
their possible supplies inappreciable. 
The Government was, therefore, com- 
pelled to rely upon Colliers, and a 
fleet of twenty of these -were secured, 
atted out and loaded with remarkable 
celerity at a total cost of $8,646,579. 


The relative smalluess.of this sum_ 


may be recognl«ed.,when 5t is known 
that these twenty colliers kept both 
the Philippine and the North Atlantic 
fleets well supplied, with tins life of 
naval o,fHciency until the close- of hos- 
tilities and for some time after. The 
jxpedition with which they were fitted 
nut. and the admirable system with" 
which they performed their functions, 
will always be a monument to the 
Equipment Bureau of the Navy De- 
partment. 


They were all lightly armed with 


two or four G-pounder or S-pounder 
rapid-lire guns, and all carried a mod- 
»rate supply of small arms; both pro- 
visions, ns subsequent events proved, 
Deing wise ones. 


Considerable difficulty was often ex- 


perienced in coaling at sea from a col- 
lier, unless the water was very smooth.
